thoaght  proper  and  ncc<  (Tai  yt 
and  f©ol  rhem  foiward  io  the 
different  (late  legrfta'ure*,  in 
order  to  receive  thejT  ratificauon 
according  to  the  mule  pointed 
out  in  tfie  fifth  article  of  the 
new  federal  conftituii  -n  Ac- 
cordingly when  it  came  under 
theconjideratiofi  of  the  V  rgim- 
an  legislature,  it  qmckfj  paii-d 
the  lower  houfe,  hut  when  it 
was  lent  up  to  receive  the  con- 
currence of  the  Set  ate,  it  w  as 
^  quickly  objected  to ;  and 
they  ^immediately  ore*  up  a  rt- 
moi.iftratice  to  congrefs  acquain- 
ting them  thereby  with  therea- 
fona  of  their  reiedtions— -That 
unleis  the  privileges  of  the  peo- 
ple were  lecured  in  a  more  ex- 
prefs  and  unequivocal  manner, 
Ihat  they  would  never  Jl-m  io* 
it.  Tney  wifh-  d  all  ambiguities 
and  implication  to  be  done  a  v.  ay 
as  it  might  raife  a  ground  for 
future  detentions  quarrels  and 
ditpntes.  They  animadverted 
v^ith  a  particular  feveritv  upon 
the  article  that  related  tO&jry 
trials  ;•  the  ar  icle  p':o,'id.-d,  mat 
in  cales  both  civil  and  criminal 
a  man  fhould  be  entitled  to  a 
trial  by  Jon  rs  ih  the  lta:e  in 
which  he  lived  T  tis  they 
Chotight  no  kcu'iry  at  all,  and 
derlarcd  that  unit  Is  the  old  mode 
Of  Jury  trial  from  tne  vicinage 
or  at  lealt  from  ihe  county  was 
lecured  to  thrm,  that  they 
would  n^ver  affent  iou.  Ai,d 
fo  of  other  articles  which  they 
thought  weie  not  e*p;:cit  e- 
nrugh  for  a  firm  eftabliftftnefit 
oftlie  great  rights  of  mankind. 
1  could  adduce  other  inftanees 
of  a  like  i pi r it  in  the  upDer 
houfe,  but  it  is  needkls  to  re- 
count ih;m  hete.
